GWU UNIVERSITY CENTER CONTRACT 
AWARDED; CONSTRUCTION BEGINS 


The contract for the construction of The George Washington University 
Center has been awarded to the George A. Fuller Company, Inc. Construction 
will begin today, Tuesday, October 17, 1967, with excavation at the site, 

800 21st Street, N.W. The building is to be completed on or before August 
15, 1969, in order to be ready for occupancy for the fall semester of that 
year. 

It has taken 30 years to round out the site. The University acquired, 
in 1938, the fir-'t part of the site. The last lot was acquired in June, 

1967, and the University got possession of it on September 15, 1967. 

The University Center committee, under the chairmanship of Dr. P^ul 
V. Bissell, Director of Student Services, and composed of students, faculty 
and administrative personnel, first began meeting in January of 1964, to 
determine what should go into the Center. 

The $11,000,000 project will be financed through an $8,000,000 loan 
from the New York Life Insurance Company and a $1,200,000 allocation, plus 
land, from the University. A student fee will be initiated when the building 
is completed to help pay off the loan. 

The building, which will serve the University*s students, faculty and 
alumni, will include a 400-seat, arena-style theatre, a bookstore, a rath¬ 
skeller, bowling alleys, commuter lounges, dining facilities, student 
activity meeting rooms, an outdoor terrace on top of the theatre, and 
underground parking for 180 cars.

"GIVERS" IN WASHINGTON UGF UNIQUE 

October is UGF month in Washington. UGF is the United Givers Fund. 

October is also United Fund month in most of the major cities in the 
country. But, unlike Washington, in most of the cities, "givers" is not 
part of the United Fund title. 

The "givers" became part of Washington's United Fund campaign when, in 
1955, following a successful Community Chest Drive, this effort was replaced 
by UGF in order to unite the community behind one single civic effort to 
support agencies in the area. 

According to E.K. Morris, chairman of the Community Chest in 1955, and now 
Father of UGF, the emphasis of a committee organizing the New United Fund was 
on the givers rather than the agencies which would later receive the money 
collected. 

Mr. Morris selected 25 businessmen in the community to be the incorporaters 
of UGF. A1 25 men accepted the challenge. A charter was filed and the group 
was incorporated. 

The fee to incorporate UGF was $65. This, the first official contribution, 
was given by Mr. Morris. Carleton Smith was the Campaign Chairman for Washington's 
first UGF campaign, 11 years ago. There were approximately 120 agencies which 
benefited from the contributions at that time. The goal that year was $6,600,000.

GWU, GEORGETOWN LAW SCHOOLS ENTER 
NEW CONSORTIUM AGREEMENT 

A plan for providing greater educational opportunities for graduate 
law students was announced today by George Washington and Georgetown 
Universities here. 

Under the new venture, graduate law students may take courses during 
the same semester at both George Washington and Georgetown. The arrangement 
was made through the Consortium of Universities of the Metropolitan 
Washington area. 

"This agreement gives our graduate students a much wider spectrum of 
courses than would be otherwise possible," a spokesmen for the two law 
schools said. 

Associate Dean Ralph C. Nash, Jr., of George Washington and Assistant 
Dean David J. McCarthy, Jr., of Georgetown said the plan, which went into 
effect this semester, allows each law graduate student to take up to six 
hours away from his home institution. 

Early indications are that George Washington's strengths - public law 
and government contracts - are popular with Georgetown students, they said. 

GWU law students are going to GU for courses in international law, they added. 

The new Consortium arrangement between Washington area professional 
schools is the second innovation announced by the Consortium within the 
past month. It announced earlier that undergraduate students at any of 
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Washington's five universities may take language courses at the other four 
institutions. 

In the past, the Consortium has restricted its agreements to those 
between graduate schools. Member universities are American, Catholic, 
George Washington, Georgetown and Howard. 

Georgetown offers more than 30 courses in tax law, labor law, 
international law and trade, and criminal law to its graduate students.

It's not often that university trustees conduct their meetings with 
students, alumni, faculty and administra ive officers as participants. 

The Board of Trustees of The George Washington University employed 
this unique concept for the first trie on October 18, when it met at the 
Airlie Center near Warrenton, Va. 

Student, staff, faculty and alumni representatives were assigned to, and 
participated in, deliberations of the Board's four principal committees - 
Academic Affairs, Financial Affairs, Student Affairs and University Development. 

These groups met following a reception and dinner late Wednesday at the 
conference center. The trustees continued theii meeting the following day. 

President Lloyd H. Elliott of George Washington University, who conceived 
the idea, said that "the main objective of the Conference was to provide the 
trustees with an up-to-date understanding of the University as it is today, and 
to apprise the trustees of our need for their interest in all the programs of the 
University." 

Board Chairman E.K. Morris, commencing on the program,ssaid that the 
conference "offered the spirit and enthusiasm of the students and faculty pooled 
together with the experience of the trustees." 
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"The site at Airlie," said Morris, gave the participants "a chance to 
get away from the campus and consider problems together." 

Student Council President Robin Kaye, a participant in the conference, 
credited the program as a way for the trustees to "get personalized insight into 
what is really happening at the University from the student's viewpoint." 

"The student," in turn, said Kaye,"gained some personal knowledge of the 
Trustees." 

While the participants met in the sessions, the wives of the faculty and 
trustees attended a special program designed to familiarize them with current 
developments within the University.

GWU HOSPITAL HOUSE STAFF TO GET 
JANUARY AND JULY SALARY BOOSTS 

The George Washington University Hospital, a major teaching hospital, will raise interns' 
and residents' salaries more than $2,000 each, starting January 1, 1968, with additional 
raises of $500 July 1, Administrator Victor F. Ludewig announced today. 

The internship is the first year of training after medical school and is required for licensure 
to practice medicine. The residency is further advanced training in a specialized area. The 
George Washington University Hospital offers internships in internal medicine, surgery and 
pathology and residency programs of from two to five years ' duration in fourteen branches 
of medicine. 

House staff stipends now ranging from $4,009 for interns to $6,013 for fourth year residents 
will go to the range of from $6,013 for interns to $8,519 for fourth year residents. 

In other words, what a Chief Resident in the fourth year of a residency program is receiving 
currently, will be paid to an intern next January. At that time the Chief Resident will find 
his pay envelope $2, 506 heavier. 

Six months later there will be an across the board raise, bringing the new July interns to a 
starting salary of $6, 515 and fourth year residents to one of $9, 020. 

Beginning in July, fifth year residents in general surgery will be paid $10,002. 

Residency stipends are based on the training periods In a doctor's particular Held. Some 
specialties require longer residency than others and some require prior residency as a 
prerequisite. Fringe benefits for house officers will remain the same.

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GW PRESIDENT SUGGESTS 

WHO SHOULD RUN THE UNIVERSITY 


A university president has emphasized the need for "calm and methodical" 
procedures - "devoid of ultimatums and expediency" - for the "meaningful 
participation of interested and responsible parties in the governance of 
universities." 

President Lloyd H. Elliott of The George Washington University, 
Washington, D. C., this week said it is important to "find the means of 
governance which will permit the best functioning of the institution - 
of permitting the university to make its maximum contribution to mankind." 

Speaking on the topic, "Who Will Run the University?", Dr. Elliott 
pointed to all members of a university family - students, faculty, adminis¬ 
trators, trustees, and alumni - as "necessary and desirable" participants. 

"The very best governance," he said, "will be that which provides a fair 
hearing for all voices -draws from each advocate's position of the teaching, 
research, and service programs; and melds these forces into a unified 
directional guide for the future of the institution." 

He said that "much of the difficulty that has arisen in recent years 
on the university campus is due to the efforts of special groups to use 
the university in ways which a university cannot be used; to manage the 
campaign for or against civil rights, conclude or speed up the war in 
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Vietnam, to protect the oil-depletion allowance, or to defy society's 
generally accepted ethical or legal standards.” 

The important guideline for any proposal, he said, should not be its 
special value to any one group but "its value for the institution as a whole.' 1 
He felt that students, faculty, alumni, trustees and the general public "must 
regard themsleves first of all as citizens of, and friends to, the university," 
rather than as members of a particular group. 

Students, he said, have always been involved in university decision¬ 
making, but their role has changed, "In keeping with the fashion, it has 
become "student power." "Trustee power, professor power, administrator power, 
alumni power, or politician power would be equally appropriate concepts." 

He said that the problems of student participation have stemmed from 
the students' attack of matters concerning social conduct, rather than 
participation in the questions of the educational program itself. 

"Participation for students," he said, "has consisted all too often of 
nibbling at the fringes, with the accompanying frustration of nibbling, but 
without confrontation with the main core of educational experience." 

He said that multi-purpose universities "should be able to involve 
students directly in academic deliberations or departments, divisions, and 
even schools and colleges." 

"Within the academic disciplines, upper-level students have something 
responsible to say - and should be clearly invited to say it - about course 
evaluations (as distinguished from evaluations of professors), electives, 
sequences for majors, service courses for nonmajors, course-consolidations, 
new offerings and reorganizations, and along with all other interested parties, 
interdisciplinary courses as well."
